TEACHING CHILDREN. 


Every day of a child's life somebody loses patience with him 


because he doesn't learn easily something the grownup persons knows 
very well. Nothing is more unjust, more stupid, than losing patience 
because a child has difficulty in getting what you are trying to teach 
him. 
The one that is doing the teaching is at fault, not the one that 


is doing the learning. 
Put the thing so that his intelligence can grasp 


it and he will learn it fast enough. 
The fault hes in the instruction. 


The beginning of the trouble lies in the fact that what is simple 


to the adult is strangely complex to the child. 
He doesn't see what 


you see, he doesn't hear what you hear, he cannot do what you do 
because his intelligence has not awakened to it yet. 
He may have 


seen you milk a cow many and many a time but he doesn't know 
how to milk her until you show him how and let him practice on some 
gentle old moo. 


He doesn't hear what you say. 
Often when you have spoken 


very distinctly his face remains blank and he says, "What did you 


and you tell him he's not paying attention. 
He heard with his ears 


but because he has had no experience in the job you are giving him 
he did not understand what you said. 
He was mind deaf to that 


idea. 
Shouting won't open his mind. 
Say what you have to say 


slowly and gently and explain as you go. along, letting him try his 
hand at the thing as you proceed. 
He wants to learn. 
You just 


do the teaching intelligently and he can't help but learn. 


Encourage him as you go along. Tell him he is doing well and 


soon will be doing still better. Keep a good taste in his mouth as you 
feed him his new task. 
Make sure that his first efforts are a success 


which means that the first lesson is easy and well within his power. 
He will ask then for the hard ones. 


If you want to know how the children feel when they are strug- 


gling to loam something new just try it yourself. 
Go and take your 


first lesson in running a car, for instance. 
The man will give you 


what he believes to be the simplest instruction and you will use your 
foot when he distinctly told you to use your right hand and you will 
use your left hand when you thought you were using your rrght and 
soon you won't know whether you are using your foot or your hand 
and the perspiration will be running down your back and the car will 
be running everywhere and the teacher will be wearing an expression 
of tried endurance that will go clear into your spinal cord.
